The  Molenhouse  Student  Center

Extensive  remodeling  to  virtually 
every  area  of  the  building  resulted 
in  a  new  snack  shop,  post  office, 
bookstore,  African-American  cul- 
tural center,  heating/air  condition- 
ing system,  and  new  energy- 
efficient  windows.  Several  offices 
were  remodeled  or  added:  admis- 
sions and  financial  aid,  student  de- 
velopment, business,  student  asso- 
ciation, and  chaplain.  The  chapel 
auditorium  was  extensively  reno- 
vated, including  new  stone  work 
on  the  fireplaces. 

The  well-attended  dedication  ser- 
vice focused  on  God's  faithfulness 
over  the  years  and  the  many  ways 
in  which  the  building  served  the 


mission  of  the  college  over  those 
years.  Prayers  were  offered  for 
continued  blessings  on  student  life, 
recognizing  the  powerful  educa- 
tional and  character  shaping  influ- 
ences that  take  place  outside  the 
formal  classroom.

This  year  for  Interim,  the  nursing 
department  sponsored  a  mis- 
sion/medical trip  to  Jamaica,  West 
Indies.  Six  nursing  students  made 
a  sacrifice  to  spend  two  weeks  in 
January  in  a  warmer  climate. 
Cheryl  Anema  was  the  faculty 
member  who  organized  and  chap- 
eroned the  group. 

We  stayed  in  a  small  church  just 
outside  Ocho  Rios.  We  visited  the 
tourist  areas  temporarily,  but  we 
lived  and  worked  in  the  reality  of 
the  Jamaican  economy. 


Our  first  culture  shock  came  in  the 
airport  when  the  promised  English 
language  was  not  what  we  had  ex- 
pected. Their  dialect  was  such  a 
modified  form  of  English  that  we 
had  to  learn  to  understand  just  as 
if  it  was  another  language. 

We  worked  in  St.  Ann's  Bay  hos- 
pital and  Ocho  Rios  Clinic  par- 
ticipating in  such  things  as  deliv- 
ering babies,  treating  a  car 
accident  victim,  and  many  other 
things.  Some  of  us  also  had  the 
opportunity  to  travel  with  the 


health  inspector. 

We  went  to  Jamaica  with  a  variety 
of  expectations.  We  returned  with 
our  experiences  and  a  little  better 
understanding  of  what  it  is  like  to 
live  in  the  2/3  world  (new  term  for 
third  world).  Everything  from  the 
food  to  the  climate  to  the  dialect 
gave  us  an  experience  that  broad- 
ened our  minds  through  a  culture 
different  from  our  own.-Pam

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Our  Interim  was  a  Disaster  (relief 
work  effort).  Three  vans  carried  25 
people  to  Dulac,  Louisiania  and 
back  to  Trinity.  Dulac  is  located 
on  a  bayou  in  the  toe  of  the  sock  in 
Louisiania. 

It  is  a  different  culture  with  dif- 
ferent language  and  dialect.  The 
Houma  Indians  are  prominent 
there. 

While  we  were  there  we  replaced 
old  tin  roofs,  shingled  roofs,  dry 
walled,  helped  build  a  house,  and 
learned  how  to  eat  rice  for  every 
meal. 

We  went  down  to  help  those  in 


need,  but  instead  they  helped  us. 
They  broadened  our  minds  and 
horizons  by  showing  us  that  ma- 
terial things  are  not  as  important 
as  we  make  them  to  be.  Things  can 
be  lost  or  destroyed  so  life  is  not 
about  what  you  have  but  who  you 
are  and  how  you  treat  those 
around  you. 

It  was  a  worthwhile  trip  because 
we  went  down  expecting  to  give 
and  help  the  people-the  less  for- 
tunate-and  instead  what  "those  in 
need"  gave  us  far  outweighed  what 
we  did.
